Martin as Republican leader in the House 
by Rep. Charles Halleck is unprecedented 
in our political history. In the memory of 
political observers, it is the first time a 
leader of either party in the House has 
been dropped from his post. The fact that 
Martin had been the Republican's captain 
for 20 years — serving, of course, as 
speaker when the GOP had a majority — 
makes his defeat even more humiliating. 


Some news reports have attempted to 


interpret the event as an uprising of GOP 
"liberals," but an analysis of the voting re- 
futes this. Halleck's supporters included 
such men as Reps. Taber of New York and 
Mason of Illinois, both considered right- 
wingers; also, Wisconsin's Rep. Byrnes 
who played a key role in Martin's defeat 
can hardly be classified as a liberal the 
way the term is used nowadays. 


We suspect that two factors were prin- 


cipally responsible for the uprising: (1) 
Martin's age and infirmity, and, (2) a de- 
termination by some Republicans to re- 
mold their party into a more effective 
fighting machine. A political party is much 
like a business concern, educational institu- 
tion or any other organization in that a man 
who in his prime was an effective and cap- 
able leader becomes less so with advanc- 
ing years. If he fails to relinquish his post 
voluntarily, the question of whether ho

The use ol such shorl-lonn elements as 


neon and cadmium permits doctors lo do- 
liver powerful doses of radioactivity in a 
short time to gel it just where they want it. 
without iniiiriiig surrounding tissues. This 
form ol treatment is frequently used in 
cancer. 


However, there is another reason fur 


havmu the hospital adjoining the reactor. 
In SOUK' cases ot brain tumors patients may 
be brought directly under fire of the re- 
actor. Kirsl. to prepare for tins, it is neces- 
sary thai hoi on be led lo the patient. This 
is absorbed hy tho tumor colls but not by 
the surrounding healthy colls. Then neu- 
trally charged particles from broken urani- 
um atoms are directed Irom an open win- 


dow in the reactor toward the patient's 
bruin. Neutrons are captured by a boron 
nucleus and for a brief instant "an over- 
loaded boron atom is formed deep in the 
brain of the patient. This bloated atom can- 
not contain itself for long." 


Within one-thousandth of a millionth of 


a second the atom breaks into minute parti- 
cles and releases a groat deal of energy. 
The energy, possibly two million electron 
volts, occurs in a tiny area only as big as a 
single cell. It destroys the cancerous cell 
without hurling nearby healthy cells. This 
reaction happens in many places in the 
brain of the patient, leaving only healthy 
material to grow. 


The story recalls an old fairy tale, as 


there Is nothing in Ihe world outside of the 
magic of fairies comparable to this form of 
treatment. II is as if a tiny elf entered tho 
brain of an ailing person ami, darting about 
with its magic wand, put an end to the 
cancer cells thus freeing the patient who 
has been in the clutches of the old witch 
cancer. Of course the fairies perform their 
good deeds only on patients who have been 
prepared, in this instance those that have 
been supplied with boron particles. 


II is sheer magic. It is but a small be- 


ginning step toward the great benefit that 
will eventually come to mankind through 
the proper use of our growing knowledge of 
the atom. 


D/scouragemenf Where Pounds Abound 


Slender people find it easy to speak 


slightingly of the poor folks who pick up 
pounds and continue lo be their own roly- 
poly selves despite their desperate efforts 
at dieting. Dr. Donald Petit, who specializes 
in diet and nutrition at the University of 
Southern California Medical school, recent- 
ly has supported the position of those trou- 
bled with obesity and their claims that re- 
moving pounds is difficult. His words may 
sound discouraging to some but they should 
not bo. for everyone engaged in dieting 
knows it is difficult to lose pounds. 


Dr. Petit says it is more difficult to got 


rid of excess fat than it is to get rid of a 
cancer. He says that roughly one-third of 
the people who submit to treatment for 
cancers are free of the disease for five to 
10 or more years afterwards.
